~All Our Oriental Rugs Are Reduced 


‘The interesting fact that the president of an insurance company has a $5,000 oriental Rug on the floor of his office is an inspira- 
tion. [here was a time when these Rugs were almost unknown in in France and England, except for the thrones of royal personages 
and the altars of great cathedral churches. It is said that Queen Eleanor of Castile in the thirteenth century was the first who used 
Rugs for domestic purposes. They are now so common that you see them in almost every office. and there is probably not a private 


_residence in Atlanta, where they can attord the luxury. where you will not find an oriental carpet or rug. The finest Rugs are made 


in the provinces of Kurdistan, Khorassan, and Kerman. It is a noticeable fact that these Rugs are made by nomads of the desert with- 
out even the’ simplest machinery, the loom being simply a frame on which the warp is stretched. The woot consist of short threads 
woven into the warp with the fingers without a shuttle. When the row of the woot is thus completed a sort of comb is inserted into 
the warp and pressed or hammered against the loose row of woof until it is sutticiently tightened to the rest of the web. The pile is 
formed by merely clipping the ends of the woof until an even surface is obtained. 

The weavers are usually young sirls. They sit with the reverse side ot the web toward them. SO that they depend solely on their 
memory for the formation ot the pattern. On closely examining the best Persian Rugs it will be seen that very trequently the pat- 
terns are irregular, a circumstance which of itself proves the Rug to be genuine. 

Attempts are made from time to time to introduce western machinery in the manufacture of oriental Rugs. with the result that 
western taste 1s rapidly destroying the best class of oriental design, and 1s introducing harsh and discordant coloring in place ot the glo-

The Moslem prayer Rug is a common article of commerce and is sold in large quantities by the 
merchants of Constantinople. In their original purpose these rugs are used exclusively for prayer, and while you find them in our 
western parlors for domestic use, they are always reserved in Moslem countries for the devotions of the faithful. When on a journey 
the devout Moslem takes with him one of these carpets and unfolds it at the hour of prayer. - 

Felts, or as they are called in the East “‘namdas are made in Persia. The material consists of all kinds of wool mixed together. 
The color is generally brown, but the surface on one side is ornamented with geometrical designs and inlaid in the numda. 

The dari is a cotton carpet very common in India and is the usual carpet in an Anglo-Indian bungalow, spread over the common 
chittai or matting on the floor. 

hr order to supply the great demand of western markets they are now manufacturing all kinds of silken carpets in various parts 
of India, especially in the province of Bengal. where the silk worm abounds. ‘These fabrics are of two kinds—those composed of pure 
silk and those with a cotton warp crossed by a woof of silk.

strictly forbade the use use of pure silk as the emblem of luxury.
